Sligo get ofif 
running and looked all over a winner on the 
stretch turn, but there Hands Ofif, a 25 to 1 shot, 
challenged him and in a ding dong finish won 
by a narrow margin. 

The ring was fiooded with Uncle Simon money 
to win the two*year-ol(T race and the Inspector 
B— Pansy Blossom youngster was backed from 
6 to 1 down to 2 to 1. He was full of speed and 
going the first half at a merry clip with Easter 
Eve stood the drive on the end and staggered 
home in front of Nairete and Provident. The 
latter was interfered with right on the end 
when she was coming strong and looked to have 
a winning chance. 

Marie Woodland’s sensational win surprised 
her owner and everyone else. She propped at 
the start and was left ten lengths behind the 
field. Her backers gave up all hope when they 
saw her passing the half mile ground, but Dor- 
sey picked his way carefully and overhauling 
the tired lot in the stretch went on about his 
business and won galloping.

John Huffman leads the Latonia winning 
owners with some $4,500 in spoils and Thorpe 
with 27 and Scherrer with 22 wins are at the 
head of the list of riders. 

Swipes II, chestnut filly, 3, by Onondaga— 
Bessie Hinckley, who had her pastern broken 
recently, was destroyed October 27. She was 
suffering intensely and all hope of her recovery 
was abandoned. 

F F V, bay colt, 2, by Audrian— Tara Black- 
burn. the property of T. H. Tarr, has been re- 
tired for the season. If he winters well he will 
no doubt be a prominent factor in the three- 
year-old division next season. 

John F. Phillips has bought of the Laurette 
Stable the chestnut filly Forget. 3, by Exile-
